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WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford is proposing major changes in 
how the nation finances its highway 
sy stem, inclu ding a greater role for the 
states in making the decisions. 
The proposed legislation he will send 
to Congress today wou ld pu t a higher 
priority on completing the Interstate 
highway sy stem and less priority on 
local rou tes, a White Hou se sou rce 
said. 
The 42,500-mile Interstate sy stem is 
now 85 per cent open to traffic. 
The sou rce said Ford also wants to 
combine abou t 30 highway grant 
programs into fou r broad programs. 
Other sou rces said sev eral major 
changes hav e been made in the 
proposal that was readied for Congress 
in Janu ary bu t nev er sent. The sou rces 
said the changes now being proposed 
wou ld be less far-reaching than the 
Janu ary proposals, bu t still wou ld 
featu re an increased role for the 
states. 
That proposal was delay ed to allow 
the new transportation secretary , 
William T. Coleman Jr., time to rev iew 
it and recommend any changes he felt 
necessary . 
The Janu ary draft proposal inclu ded 
recommendations for div erting a large 
proportion of the tax es that now go into 
the highway tru st fu nd, which finances 
highway constru ction. Cu rrently all 
rev enu es collected from the fou r- 
cents-per-gallon federal tax 
on 
gasoline flow into the tru st fu nd. 


Under the Janu ary proposal, only 
one cent of the gasoline tax wou ld go 
into the fu nd. The rest wou ld hav e gone 
to the states or into the general rev e­ 
nu e where it cou ld be u sed for 
ev ery thing bu t Interstate projects. 
The highway legislation is su re to 
stir controv ersy in Congress. Su p­ 
porters of mass transit hav e tried 
repeatedly to div ert some of the money 
from the highway tru st fu nd into mass 
transit projects while others hav e 
fou ght to maintain the cu rrent high­ 
way fu nding sy stem. 
The highway message kicks off a 
bu sy week for the President. 
He is ex pected to make the long- 
awaited formal annou ncement of his 
candidacy for the 1976 presidential 
race on Tu esday , and on Friday he will 
begin a three-day campaign-sty le trip 
to Illinois and Michigan. 
Ford spent the Ju ly 4 holiday 
weekend in the Washington area. He 
officially lau nched the new White 
Hou se swimming pool by going fiv e 
laps for photographers and reporters. 
He pronou nced the pool “ju st the right 
length.” 
On the bu siness side, Ford met with 
Indonesian President Su harto. It was 
another in a series of meetings to giv e 
assu rances to Asian leaders that the 
United States plans to keep its com­ 
mitments in that part of the world 
despite the withdrawal from Vietnam. 
Ford spent Su nday on the golf cou rse 
and spent a qu iet ev ening with his 
familv . 


Mideast Fighting Flares

Israeli air, land and sea forces 
blasted Palestine refu gee camps in 
sou thern Lebanon today , and reports 
from the area said at least 13 persons 
were killed and scores of refu gee hu ts 
were destroy ed. 
The Israeli command said the raids 
were against su spected gu errilla bases 
and that Arab gu nners retaliated by 
firing rockets and other shells at two 
Jewish settlements ju st sou th of the 
Lebanese border. The Israelis listed no 
casu alties. 
The attack came less than 72 hou rs 
after an Arab terrorist bomb went off 
on Jeru salem’s bu sy Jaffa Road. 
Officials said today that another 
v ictim of the blast had died, raising to 
14 the nu mber of Arabs and Jews killed 
in the Holy City ’s worst terrorist in­ 
cident in a qu arter centu ry . 


The Israeli command commu niqu e 
made no mention of that attack. Bu t it 
said the targets of today ’s raids were 
gu errilla bases u sed by Palestinian 
raiders in v ariou s operations against 
Israel, inclu ding an amphibiou s attack 
on a Tel Av iv hotel last March.

The $4.2 million appropriated by the 
state legislatu re to partially su bsidize 
the cost of transporting the mentally 
retarded enrolled in commu nity 
programs throu ghou t the state will be 
“a real help,” according to Jay 
Clev enger, adm inistrator of the 
Pickaway Cou nty program. 
Bu t the $1.05 million reimbu rsed to 
86 cou nty mental retardation boards 
for the third qu arter of fiscal y ear 1975 
is “still a long way ” from matching 
state aid for pu blic school trans­ 
portation, he said. 
Enactment of Amended Su bstitu te 
Hou se Bill 1476 was responsible for the 
allocation of the $4.2 million for the 
transportation program for fiscal 
y ears 1975 and 1976. 
The Pickaway Cou nty Mental 
Retardation Board will receiv e $4,153 
of the $1.05 million appropriated for 
the third qu arter of fiscal y ear 1975, 
Jan. 1 to March 31. 
Bu t the amou nt of reimbu rsement 
compu tes to 59.6 per cent of the total 
transportation ex penditu res accru ed 
du ring the period. 
The amou nt of dollars each cou nty 
board receiv es is determined by 
div iding the qu arter’s allocation by the 
total cou nty reim bu rsable trans­ 
portation ex pense to find the total 
percentage of reimbu rsement. Each 
cou nty then is giv en that percentage of 
their total ex penditu res. 
The percentage of reimbu rsement, 
and the amou nts receiv ed by each 
cou nty board, may change from 
qu arter to qu arter, according to Dr. 
Timothy Moritz, director of the Ohio 
¡¿y. 
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Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation. 
Pickaway Cou nty ’s actu al ex ­ 
penditu re for the qu arter was $6,969, 
Clev enger said. 
In the past, the cou nty was requ ired 
to “foot” the entire bill for the trans­ 
portation of stu dents and adu lts to 
board-sponsored instru ction su ch as 
the pre-school, Brooks-Yates school, 
Sheltered Workshop, and other ac­ 
tiv ities. 
And the bill, for fu el, maintenance, 
and driv ers alone, was $24,211.96 for 
the last school y ear, Clev enger said. 
The board also pu rchased a bu s, 
withou t any state or federal aid, for 
$10,7 30. 
Fou r bu ses are owned by the board 
and operate daily for Brooks-Yates 
school activ ities. 
The bu ses, which attain “abou t nine 
miles to ev ery gallon of gasoline” 
according to Clev enger, trav el abou t 
500 miles each weekday to transport 77 
children from their homes in all areas 
of the cou nty to the school and back 
again. 
In addition, a rou te will be im­ 
plemented to the New Holland area in 
September, he said. 
By contrast, pu blic schools u su ally 
receiv e a higher allocation for bu sing, 
according to Ed Martin, su perin­ 
tendent of the Pickaway Cou nty School 
District, and also get financial help in 
pu rchasing new bu ses. 
Bu t, ev en with the higher allocation, 
there is still a “sizeable chu nk left for 
operation of the bu ses that comes from 
local fu nds,” he said. 
As an ex ample, Pickaway Cou nty 
schools receiv ed reimbu rsement of 


“between 80 and 82 per cent” of the 
total operation of the local bu s network 
from the State Department of 
Edu cation. 
Bu t then,

operation than the Mental Retardation 
program. 
The Cou nty Schools employ e ov er 
100 bu s driv ers du ring the school y ear 
and those driv ers trav el 7 ,500 miles 
each day Martin said. 
The big break comes on the pu rchase 
of bu ses, which ru ns abou t $15,000. The 
State Department of Edu cation giv es 
the local schools abou t a 27 per cent 
reimbu rsement on new bu s pu rchases. 
Other school districts receiv e higher 
allocations for pu rchase, Martin said, 
as the formu la u sed for compu ting 
percentages is based on the assessed 
v alu e of the district.

“For an allergic person, eating may 
lead to beating, biting and battle,” he 
writes in the Ju ly issu e of Psy chology 
Today . “While a person who is allergic 
to poUen su ffers a stu ffy nose, a person 
allergic to chocolate or bananas” may 
become v ery aggressiv e and u nru ly , 
he said. 
“Aggression as an allergic response 
is a well-docu mented phenomenon that 
has been known to researchers since 
early in this centu ry .” 
Nev ertheless, phy sicians, psy ­ 
chologists and others dealing with 
children continu e to misdiagnose the 
problem, blaming it on personality 
disorders, fru stration “and all kinds of 
other reasons,” he said in a telephone 
interv iew. 
The frequ ency of su ch allergic 
reactions is u nknown, he said. He 
added that most allergic persons do 
not react in this way bu t get rashes, 
stu ffy noses, headaches and other 
sy mptoms. 
The ex istence of an allergy resu lting 
in aggressiv e behav ior has been often 
prov ed simply by eliminating the su s­ 
pected foods from the diets of allergic 
children. 
After a period of tranqu ility , the 
children are again tested with the 
allergy -produ cing foods and their 
tantru m s and other aggressiv e 
behav ior retu rn. 
Moy er said su bstances that cau se 
allergies probably affect the nerv ou s 
sy stem directly by cau sing swelling in 
the brain.

Israeli air, land and sea forces 
blasted Palestine refugee camps in 
southern lebanon today, and reports 
from the area said at least 13 persons 
were killed and scores of refugee huts 
were destroyed. 
The Israeli command said the raids 
were against suspected guerrilla bases 
and that Arab gunners retaliated by 
firing rockets and other shells at two 
Jewish settlements just south of the 
Lebanese border. The Israelis listed no 
casualties. 
The attack came less than 72 hours 
after an Arab terrorist bomb went off 
on Jerusalem’s busy Jaffa Road. 
Officials said today that another 
victim of the blast had died, raising to 
14 the number of Arabs and Jews killed 
in the Holy City’s worst terrorist in­ 
cident in a quarter century. 


The Israeli command communique 
made no mention of that attack. But it 
said the targets of today’s raids were 
guerrilla bases used by Palestinian 
raiders in various operations against 
Israel, including an amphibious attack 
on a Tel Aviv hotel last March.

developments: 
—An obscure terrorist group in 
Beirut threatened to kill kidnaped U.S. 
Army Col. Ernest R. Morgan, 43, of 
Petersburg, Va., by 9 p.m. Wednesday 
(2 p.m. EDT) unless the United States 
gives food and building materials to 
“the toiling masses.” The ransom 
demand was accompanied by photos of 
Morgan in captivity and three tape 
recordings in which he said he was 
being treated well and was impressed 
by the seriousness of his captors’ 
motives. 


—The Israeli cabinet postponed for 
at least a week any decision on further 
withdrawal in the Sinai desert in order 
to seek “ elucidations and clari­ 
fications” from Washington on various 
Issues in the proposed new agreement 
with Egypt. 
The Israeli command said its 
“combined forces” struck against 
“several terrorist bases” in the area of 
Rashadiyeh and Tyre on the south 
Lebanese coast. The communique said 
all Israeli troops returned safely from 
the raid, but the Palestinian guerrilla 
command claimed its forces shot down 
one Israeli jet. 
The Lebanese Defense Ministry said 
the four-hour attack began at about 2 
a.m. when Israeli planes dropped 
flares and three gunboats opened fire 
on the big Rashadiyeh and Burj el 
Shemali refugee camps outside Tyre,

An IRS spokesman said the project 
and report will remain confidential 
until and if the Rosenthal panel makes 
it public. 
Sources said the project deals with 
an IRS investigation into organized 
crime in the Miami area, including the 
possibility of racketeers infiltrating 
legitimate businesses. 
Operation Sunshine is the second 
secret intelligence-gathering project 
known to have been run by the IRS in 
the Miami area. 
The other, Operation Leprechaun, 
used informants to probe political 
corruption. Targets were identified 
initially by a federal organized crime 
strike force that compiled a list of 12 to 
15 politicians and judges suspected of 
corruption. 
As more names were added to the 
Project Leprechaun list, informants 
began reporting on the sex and 
drinking habits of prominent Miami 
taxpayers. IRS Commissioner Donald 
C. Alexander called off Operation 
Leprechaun after he took office. 
An IRS spokesman, acknowledging a 
tight wall of secrecy still surrounding 
Sunshine, said he could not even say 
whether it was still in operation. All 
the spokesman said he knew about it 
was that “there is such a thing because 
they are preparing a report on it.”

The $4.2 million appropriated by the 
state legislature to partially subsidize 
the cost of transporting the mentally 
retarded enrolled in community 
programs throughout the state will be 
“a real help,” according to Jay 
Clevenger, adm inistrator of the 
Pickaway County program. 
But the $1.05 million reimbursed to 
86 county mental retardation boards 
for the third quarter of fiscal year 1975 
is “still a long way” from matching 
state aid for public school trans­ 
portation, he said. 
Enactment of Amended Substitute 
House Bill 1476 was responsible for the 
allocation of the $4.2 million for the 
transportation program for fiscal 
years 1975 and 1976. 
The Pickaway County Mental 
Retardation Board will receive $4,153 
of the $1.05 million appropriated for 
the third quarter of fiscal year 1975, 
Jan. I to March 31. 
But the amount of reimbursement 
computes to 59.6 per cent of the total 
transportation expenditures accrued 
during the period. 
The amount of dollars each county 
board receives is determined by 
dividing the quarter’s allocation by the 
total county reimbursable trans­ 
portation expense to find the total 
percentage of reimbursement. Each 
county then is given that percentage of 
their total expenditures. 
The percentage of reimbursement, 
and the amounts received by each 
county board, may change from 
quarter to quarter, according to Dr. 
Timothy Moritz, director of the Ohio 
I; i*. f: I f % *. *. 
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Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation. 
Pickaway County’s actual ex­ 
penditure for the quarter was $6,969, 
Clevenger said. 
In the past, the county was required 
to “foot” the entire bill for the trans­ 
portation of students and adults to 
board-sponsored instruction such as 
the pre-school, Brooks-Yates school, 
Sheltered Workshop, and other ac­ 
tivities. 
And the bill, for fuel, maintenance, 
and drivers alone, was $24,211.96 for 
the last school year, Clevenger said. 
The board also purchased a bus, 
without any state or federal aid, for 
$10,730. 
Four buses are owned by the board 
and operate daily for Brooks-Yates 
school activities. 
The buses, which attain “about nine 
miles to every gallon of gasoline” 
according to Clevenger, travel about 
500 miles each weekday to transport 77 
children from their homes in all areas 
of the county to the school and back 
again. 
In addition, a route will be im­ 
plemented to the New Holland area in 
September, he said. 
By contrast, public schools usually 
receive a higher allocation for busing, 
according to Ed Martin, superin­ 
tendent of the Pickaway County School 
District, and also get financial help in 
purchasing new buses. 
But, even with the higher allocation, 
there is still a “sizeable chunk left for 
operation of the buses that comes from 
local funds,” he said. 
As an example, Pickaway County 
schools received reimbursement of 


“between 80 and 82 per cent” of the 
total operation of the local bus network 
from the State Department of 
Education.

operation than the Mental Retardation 
program. 
The County Schools employe over 
IOO bus drivers during the school year 
and those drivers travel 7,500 miles 
each day Martin said. 
The big break comes on the purchase 
of buses, which runs about $15,000. The 
State Department of Education gives 
the local schools about a 27 per cent 
reimbursement on new bus purchases. 
Other school districts receive higher 
allocations for purchase, Martin said, 
as the formula used for computing 
percentages is based on the assessed 
value of the district.

The Israeli cabinet had been ex­ 
pected at its meeting Sunday to decide 
whether to give in to U.S. pressure to 
return the Gidi and Mitla Passes in the 
Sinai Desert to Egypt. But after a re­ 
port from the Israeli ambassador to 
the United States, Simha Dinitz, the 
cabinet announced it would “continue 
to seek elucidations and clarifications 
from the United States regarding the 
components of the agreement with 
Egypt.” 
Sources said that the main questions 
include just how far Egypt expects 
Israel to withdraw; 
whether the 
Egyptians agree to Tel Aviv’s demand 
for an early warning system in the 
desert, and whether the United States 
will replace the oil Israel has been 
pumping from Egypt’s Abu Rudeis oil 
fields if Israel returns them. 
Young GOP 
Ends Meet 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - The Young 
Republicans Federation wound up its 
1975 convention Sunday, leaving a pot 
of seething controversies slightly stir­ 
red by the delegates. The strongest 
resolution issued by the convention 
was a resolution blaming President 
Ford, as well as the Democrat- 
controlled Congress, for the nation’s 
economic mess. 
The conference heard from a host of 
Republican leaders who called for 
party unity. Former California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan took pains to avoid 
becoming embroiled in any behind- 
the-scenes convention controversy. 
A number of delegates had hoped to 
force the endorsement of a GOP 
presidential candidate for next year’s 
election. A battle between Reagan and 
Ford forces was sidestepped when the 
delegates agreed to call for an open 
convention next year. 
Some delegates said they were 
miffed because President Ford did not 
attend, even though he made brief 
visits to nearby Cincinnati and Cleve­ 
land.

Seen Behind 
General Strike Some Tantrums 
Under Way 
In Argentina 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — House 
Finance Committee members are in a 
dilemma over a Senate-approved 
school aid distribution formula, prob­ 
ably the biggest priority item 
remaining on this year’s legislative 
calendar. 
Formal hearings were suspended 
before the General Assembly began its 
holiday break June 27, and none is 
scheduled this week. The House 
returns Tuesday and the Senate 
Wednesday, hopeful of winding up 
major business by the end of the 
month. 
Rep. Frederick N. Young, R-38 
Dayton, the ranking Republican 
member of the Finance Committee, 
said informal discussions are being 
held on the controversial “equal yield” 
formula. 
It would replace an embattled school 
foundation formula with a new system 
of equalizing state aid to primary and 
secondary education. The 1975-1977 
budget contains about $460 million in 


“new money” for schools, up from the 
$1.9 billion they received in the bien­ 
nium ended June 30. 


Young said the biggest controversy 
in the bill is a provision that could have 
the effect of ending the state’s 
property tax rollback in 
1977. 
Lawmakers of both parties have been 
bombarded with letters of protest 
since the Senate approved the measure 
May 14 by a vote of 26-6. 


Other points of contention, as far as 
he was concerned, the Dayton 
lawmaker said, involve language 
“insisted on” by lobbyists for the 
83,000-member 
Ohio 
Education 
Association. 
One requires schools to close when 
less than a third of the students and 
teachers are present, or face the loss of 
state aid. Young said the provision is 
designed to enhance the effectiveness 
of strikes that may be authorized by 
another pending bill. 
The same applies, he said, to a 
requirement for schools to have a 


pupil-teacher ratio of 25-1 “ per 
building,” instead of per classroom. 
He said it would mean there would 
have to be a teacher for each 25 
members of a school band, an athletic 
team, and other activities that do not 
fit classroom situations. 


“All that’s got to come out of the 
bill,” Young said. “It’s all tacked on 
language that shouldn’t be included. 
What we want is a pure reform bill.” 


John Hall, chief lobbyist for the 
OEA, was on vacation and unavailable 
for comment, his office said. 
Otherwise, 
Democrats 
in 
the 
legislature will huddle this week to 
decide if they should try to override at 
least some of the 72 items vetoed by 
GOP Gov. James A. Rhodes in the 
state’s new two-year appropriations 
bill. 
A Senate subcommittee is expected 
to meet today to begin considering 
amendments to a House-passed bill 
aimed at solving the state’s medical 
malpractice problem. The subcom­ 


mittee heard testimony intermittently 
during the legislature’s July 4 holiday. 
In other business, legislative leaders 
are calling for continued hearings on 
other major bills including drug abuse, 
rape law revision, collective bargain­ 
ing, and probate court reform. 
Recommended for passage by a 
House committee abd awaiting a floor 
vote is another major bill that provides 
for no fault automobile insurance in 
Ohio. 
Formal introduction is expected in 
the House Tuesday of Rhodes’ bill to 
^appropriate $344 million he vetoed 
out of the budget. It was placed by 
Democrats in the Controlling Board 
instead of designated to state agencies. 
The funds include $258 million for 
welfare subsidies, $56 million for a 
state employe pay raise, $15 million for 
mental retardation programs, $10 
million for a special University of Cin­ 
cinnati subsidy, and two socalled “lay 
off” prevention funds—$3 million for 
the natural resources department and 
$2 million for the taxation department. 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — 
The 3.5-million-member General 
Labor Confederation (CGT), the 
bulwark of the Peronist political 
movement, began a 48-hour general 
strike today. 
The strike is an attempt to end the 
influence of government strongman 
Jose Lopez Rega and roll back his con­ 
servative economic policy. 
Lopez Rega and the other seven 
members of the cabinet submitted 
their resignations to President Isabel 
Peron Sunday night in an attempt to 
head off the strike. But the walkout be­ 
gan on schedule at midnight, and the 
leaders of the CGT announced after a 
three-hour meeting with Labor 
Minister Cecilio Conditi that it would 
continue. 
The union leaders added that they 
would continue negotiations with the 
government 
“to 
find 
solutions 
demanded by the country and the 
legitimate aspirations of its workers.” 
There was no indication that Mrs. 
Peron would accept the cabinet 
members’ resignations. Labor sources 
said the resignations did not avert the 
strike because the president did not 
announce acceptance of them or name 
new ministers. The labor leaders 
apparently felt that the government 
was maneuvering to gain time.

CHICAGO (AP) — Johnny’s temper 
tantrum 
may be 
the 
result 
of 
something he just ate. 
It could have been caused by 
bananas, chocolate, eggs, com, milk, 
cola drinks or other foods, says a 
Pittsburgh psychologist. 
Aggressive behavior can and does 
sometimes result from allergies to 
food, says the psychologist, Dr. K.E. 
Moyer of Camegie-Mellon University. 
“For an allergic person, eating may 
lead to beating, biting and battle,” he 
writes in the July issue of Psychology 
Today. “While a person who is allergic 
to pollen suffers a stuffy nose, a person 
allergic to chocolate or bananas” may 
become very aggressive and unruly, 
he said. 
“Aggression as an allergic response 
is a well-documented phenomenon that 
has been known to researchers since 
early in this century.” 
Nevertheless, physicians, psy­ 
chologists and others dealing with 
children continue to misdiagnose the 
problem, blaming it on personality 
disorders, frustration “and all kinds of 
other reasons,” he said in a telephone 
interview. 
The frequency of such allergic 
reactions is unknown, he said. He 
added that most allergic persons do 
not react in this way but get rashes, 
stuffy noses, headaches and other 
symptoms. 
The existence of an allergy resulting 
in aggressive behavior has been often 
proved simply by eliminating the sus­ 
pected foodis from the diets of allergic 
children. 
After a period of tranquility, the 
children are again tested with the 
allergy-producing foods and their 
tantrum s and other aggressive 
behavior return. 
Moyer said substances that cause 
allergies probably affect the nervous 
system directly by causing swelling in 
the brain. 


Congres s 
Returns 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress 
returns from an Independence Day 
recess facing debate this week on bilk 
to open nav al petroleum reserv es for 
dev elopment 
and 
other 
energy 
proposals. 
The Senate returns to work today 
and the House ends its lO-day recess on 
Tuesday . Congress will be at work for 
four weeks before beginning its month­ 
long August recess. 
Both the House and Senate are to 
consider bills on opening nav al 
petroleum reserv es for production, 
and the Senate also may take up a 
measure to ex tend federal price 
controls on so-called old domestic 
production. 


In addition to energy legislation, the 
Senate will resume its debate on the 
still-disputed 
outcome 
of 
last 
Nov ember’s New HampsWre Senate 
race between Democrat J ohn A. Dur­ 
kin and RepubUcan Louis E. Wy man. 
On Tuesday , Senate Democrats wUl 
make a fourth attempt to halt floor 
debate, but the mov e is giv en poor 
chances for approv al. 
Ev en if the mov e succeeds, the issue 
still must go back to the Senate Rules 
Committee, 
which 
must 
settle 
questions on some 30 disputed ballots 
and report back. 


In the House, a battle is shaping up 
between sponsors of competing v er­ 
sions of bills to open up nav al oil 
reserv es in Elk Hills, Calif., and 
elsewhere. 
A bill sponsored by Reps. J ohn 
Melcher, D-Mont., and Alphonzo Bell, 
R-Calif., would transfer jurisdiction of 
the nav al reserv es from the Nav y to 
the Interior Department. It would 
allow the gov ernment to sell oil and 
gas reserv es from Elk Hills on the 
. c^ n market if needed to help ease the 
nation’s energy crisis. 
The other prop(» al, backed by the 
House Armed Serv ices Committee, 
also would authorize production ot ou 
in the reserv es but would keep it under 
Nav y control. And it would specify that 
oil produced from Elk Hills and other 
nav al fields could be sold only to the 
military . 


The Armed Serv ices Committee bih 
wiU be considered first. If that is 
rejected, then the House will take up 
the Melcher-Bell proposal. 
The Senate bill, under debate since 
J une 27 , would keep the reserv es under 
control of the Nav y and would direct 
the Nav y secretary to order production 
from the reserv es for a period of sev en 
y ears. 
The Senate bill to maintain price 
c(mtrols on old oil from U.S. wells 
faces the possibility of being v etoed by 
President Ford if it is approv ed by 
Congress, according to Rep. J ohn D. 
DingeU, I>Mich., chairman of the 
House energy subcommittee. Ford is 
seeking legislation that would free the 
price of ttie oil.

Pot Smok e rs Ge t Be ne fits 
Unde r N ew India na La w 


INDIANAPOUS (AP) - Marijuana 
smokers are reaping bargains from a 
new Indiana law intended to reduce the 
use of pot. 
Sometime nex t month it will become 
a felony in Indiana to sell such 
paraphernalia as bongs, ice pipes, 
roach clips and other dev ices used in 
smoking marijuana and hashish or 
sniffing cocaine. It’s believ ed to be the 
only law of its kind in the nation. 
So-called head shops, where the 
paraphernalia is sold, are scrambling 
to clear their inv entories, and in some 
cases customers are stocking up on 
supplies for the future. 
One record store in downtown 
Indianapolis has large signs in its front 
window adv ertising the sale. “ All 
paraphernalia must go,’’ one sign 
declares. “ Half Price. Last Chance,’’ 
reads another. 
A Muncie shop now conducting a 
half-price sale has found business 
falling off and plans a midnight sale 
before the law takes effect.

Famed Volcano 
Ends H iberation 


VOLCANO, Hawaii (AP) - “It was 
never a question of ‘if it was going to 
erupt again.’ It was just a question of 
when it would erupt,” said Dr. Robert 
Tilling as he explained Mauna Ixia 
volcano’s weekend awakening from a 
quarter-century of hibernation. 
For more than a year the 13,650-foot 
volcano showed signs of restlessness. 
And late Saturday night it erupted with 
a spectacular “curtain of fire” flowing 
along miles of fissures which rumbled 
open across the summit. 
Two major rivers of lava oozed down 
the vast barren upper slopes of the 
northeast side of the mountain, fed by 
several large vents which continued to

DETROIT (AP) — Unemployment 
in the auto industry, which peaked last 
February when more than 270,000 
hourly workers were affected, hits a 
seven-month low of 141,002 today. 


The four major U.S. car companies 
are stepping up assembly rates at 
many plants because of a slight im­ 
provement in car sales, and because 
the firms are closing out production of 
1975-model car and trucks 


June car sales were the best in ll 
months. 


Meanwhile, Ford Motor Co. and 
American Motors are giving thousands 
of their workers paid vacations. Ford 
is closing 26 plants and AMC will shut 
down three factories to gear up for 
1976-model production. 


Last week 144,182 auto industry blue- 
collar workers were on furloughs, all 
but 4,150 of them indefinitely. 


This week temporary layoffs will 
idle 6,470 persons, while indefinite 
layoffs are down almost 6,000 to 
134,532.

The industry jobless toll hasn’t been 
this low since November, when the 
auto com panies began to trim 
production because of sagging sales.

What is an aneu ry sm of a blood 
v essel? Is it u nu su al for this to hap p en 
to a y ou ng p erson of 30 who has nev er 
been ill?

Dear Miss L.: 
All blood v essels are lined with thin 
mu scles. These ex p and and contract 
as blood is p u mp ed throu gh them. 
Occasionally , a weakened sp ot in the 
mu scle 
p rodu ces a 
bu bble, 
or 
aneu ry sm, on the ou tside of the blood 
v essel. 
This resembles a large blister that 
sometimes ap p ears on the inner tu be 
of an au tomobile tire at the p oint 
where the ru bber has become worn or 
weakened. 
Aneu ry sms can be the resu lt of 
disease, of inju ry or of a birth defect. 
Ru p tu re of an aneu ry sm is, of 
cou rse, a dangerou s condition. Control 
of the bleeding is u rgent and can be 
accomp lished when the condition is 
recognized 
immediately . 
The 
seriou sness of the p roblem dep ends, 
too, on the location of the aneu ry sm 
and the size of the blood v essel that is 
inv olv ed. 
An aneu ry sm in a y ou ng p erson who 


has not been in ill health is p robau t> 
du e to some congenital malformation. 
Sp ecial su rgical techniqu es can 
remov e the diseased p ortion of an 
artery to p rev ent the imminent threat 
of a hemorrhage. 
Dacron and other sy nthetic sleev es 
are u sed to rep lace arteries with 
aneu ry sms. The adv ances of this ty p e 
of su rgery hav e been enormou s in the 
p ast 20 y ears.

tales. One faction holds they 
are harmful, that they plant 
deep fears in infant minds, 
condition them 
to cruelty, 
mayhem 
and 
murder 
and 
encourage 
escape 
from 
reality. 


A dissenting faction agrees 
that many fairy tales are 
fearful, but denies that their 
ravenous 
w olves, 
nasty 
stepm others, cannibalistic 


ogres 
and 
spell-weaving 
witches do any harm. They 
argue, not unreasonably, that 
young 
children 
emotionally 
are little animals and take for 
granted acts and attitudes 
which appall adults. 


Many generations have been 
reared on these ungentle yarns 
and there is no proof that they 
‘ were better or worse for the 


experience. 
Fortunately, 
criticism has not led many 
parents to keep the Grimm 
brothers or Hans Christian 
Andersen out of the nursery. 


And, indifferent to scholarly

Speaking Of Your Health

What is an aneurysm of a blood 
vessel? Is it unusual for this to happen 
to a young person of 30 who has never 
been ill? 
MissE. L., Mo. 
Dear Miss L.: 
All blood vessels are lined with thin 
muscles. These expand and contract 
as blood is pumped through them. 
Occasionally, a weakened spot in the 
muscle produces a bubble, 
or 
aneurysm, on the outside of the blood 
vessel. 
This resembles a large blister that 
sometimes appears on the inner tube 
of an automobile tire at the point 
where the rubber has become worn or 
weakened. 
Aneurysms can be the result of 
disease, of injury or of a birth defect. 
Rupture of an aneurysm is, of 
course, a dangerous condition. Control 
of the bleeding is urgent and can be 
accomplished when the condition is 
recognized 
immediately. 
The 
seriousness of the problem depends, 
too, on the location of the aneurysm 
and the size of the blood vessel that is 
involved. 
An aneurysm in a young person who

has not been in ill health is probate 
due to some congenital malformation. 
Special surgical techniques can 
remove the diseased portion of an 
artery to prevent the imminent threat 
of a hemorrhage. 
Dacron and other synthetic sleeves 
are used to replace arteries with 
aneurysms. The advances of this type 
of surgery have been enormous in the 
past 20 years. 


My doctor performs a rectal 
examination each year. Does this 
mean he is suspicious of a cancer? 
Mr. P.J.G.,Nev. 
Dear Mr. G.: 
No general examination is really 
complete 
without 
a 
rectal 
examination. The only way to 
recognize an early growth is by per­ 
forming this simple procedure. 
The fact that your physician does 
this in no way indicates that a tumor or 
cancer is present. It satisfies him to 
know that there is no evidence of 
disease in this hidden area. 
Your physician is wise and careful 
about the completeness of his general 
examination.

Hall-Adkins American Legion Post 1 34 
Auxiliary Unit History And Purposes 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is one of a 
series of histories of 
women’s 
organizations in Pickaway County 
which are being published in The 
Herald during the observance of the 
200th Anniversary of the birth of 
America. The history and purposes of 
the American Legion Auxiliary, Unit 
134, Seventh District, Department of 
Ohio, was compiled by Mrs. Robert 
(M ary) Stephens, historian and 
publicity chairman of the unit, from 
available minutes. 


A famed organization, bom of war 
and dedicated to peace and the 
American m ilitary veteran, was 
created as 1,000 officers and dough­ 
boys of the American Expeditionary 
Force gathered March 15-17, 1919 in 
Paris, France, four months after 
World War I came to an end and was 
named The American legion. Credited 
with having begun the Legion idea is 
the late Lt. Col. Theodore Roosevelt 
Jr., son of the United States president 
of the same name. Colonel Roosevelt is 
called the “ Father of the legion.” 
The organization was formed with 
the concept that a group of veterans 
could perhaps make its voice heard in 
preserving the future peace of the 
world, then so recently attained 
through the spilled blood of thousands 
of their comrades. Their purpose was 
also to continue wartime friendships, 
promote veterans interests and the 
American way of life and to advance 
patriotic programs. 
It was in September, 1919 that the 
American Legion gained its national 
charter from Congress.

She gave talks in the 
grade schools, dedicated flags for 
classrooms and outdoor flagpoles. 
Mrs. William Graham continued her 
work in following years presenting 
papers on proper flag code; helped in 
observance of patriotic holidays and 
study of the Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence. 
Girls State was organized as a

This has 
been done locally from the early years 
with food, clothing, coal for fuel, shoes, 
Thanksgiving and Christmas baskets, 
financial help to organize a Girl Scout 
Troop, tickets to circuses, Valentine 
and Easter parties for Brooks-Yates 
students and Day Care Center 
children; Christmas and Easter 
donations to Ohio Soldiers and Sailors 
Orphans Home, Xenia over the years 
with a recent donation toward building 
the home a new swimming pool; co­ 
sponsorship of Circleville Junior High 
School Band to National Hospital Day 
observance at Veterans Hospital, 
Chillicothe and to athletic programs at 
Circleville High School with Legion 
Post. 
Rehabilitation chairmen, recently 
renamed

Rehabilitation, have been going to 
Veterans Hospital, Chillicothe, since 
the formation of the Unit when it was 
known as “ Government Hospital No. 
97, Camp Sherman.’’ Monthly ward 
parties where refreshments, en­ 
tertainment, visiting with the patients, 
dances, birthday parties; in later 
years, the annual Christmas Gift Shop 
for veterans to choose and send their 
families gifts, free of charge.

Auxiliary Convention. A national 
committee to direct the program was 
created by that Convention. Holding of 
the first Girls Nation with represen­ 
tatives from each Girls State to be held 
in Washington D.C. was authorized in 
1947. Girls State is a practical ap­ 
plication of Americanism and good 
citizenship. The entire program is a 
non-partisan, non-political attempt to 
teach and inculcate in the youth of 
America a love of God and Country. 


The purposes and principles of the 
American Legion Auxiliary’s Children 
and Youth program are to assure care 
and protection for children 
of 
veterans—World War I and II, Korean 
and Vietnam hostilities and to improve 
conditions for all children. This has 
been done locally from the early years 
with food, clothing, coal for fuel, shoes, 
Thanksgiving and Christmas baskets, 
financial help to organize a Girl Scout 
Troop, tickets to circuses, Valentine 
and Easter parties for Brooks-Yates 
students and Day Care Center 
children; Christmas and Easter 
donations to Ohio Soldiers and Sailors 
Orphans Home, Xenia over the years 
with a recent donation toward building 
the home a new swimming pool; co­ 
sponsorship of Circleville Junior High 
School Band to National Hospital Day 
observance at Veterans Hospital, 
Chillicothe and to athletic programs at 
Circleville High School with Legion 
Post. 
Rehabilitation chairmen, recently 
renamed 
Veterans 
Affairs 
and 
Rehabilitation, have been going to 
Veterans Hospital, Chillicothe, since 
the formation of the Unit when it was 
known as “Government Hospital No. 
97, Camp Sherman.” Monthly ward 
parties where refreshments, en­ 
tertainment, visiting with the patients, 
dances, birthday parties; in later 
years, the annual Christmas Gift Shop 
for veterans to choose and send their 
families gifts, free of charge. 
The members have made lap robes, 
wheelchair caddies, booties, quilts, 
bibs and ditty bags which are given 
each veteran upon entering. They 
contain stationery, stamps, pens, 
books, comb, gum, mints, tooth 
brushes and paste, shaving lotion and 
small note books. The local unit now 
has five Veterans Administration 
Voluntary Service Volunteers serving 
scheduled hours each month at the 
hospital and two Field Service 
Volunteers who have completed the 
mandatory 
Hospital 
Orientation 


Course and either earned their pins or 
working the probationary 50 hours to 
qualify. Each year additional awards 
are earned as the hours accumulate. 
Community Service embraces all 
activities for improvement of con­ 
ditions of life in the community where 
the American legion Auxiliary unit is 
located. It has been a major activity of 
the American legion and its Auxiliary 
since 1926, and has resulted in a vast 
number of projects to make American 
communities better places in which to 
live. Every unit is expected to carry 
out or cooperate in at least one project 
for community betterment each year. 
Projects 
have 
covered 
Health, 
Recreation, Safety, Beautification, 
libraries and Community Councils. 
From the early years, wreaths of 
flowers were placed each year at the 
Monument at Forest Cemetery on 
Memorial Day; cooperation with 
Legion to help with Community 
Christmas Tree held on Court house 
lawn for underprivileged children of 
the city ; clearing house for records of 
families needing help; sponsorship of 
Girl Scout Troop 5; monetary con­ 
tribution to Monumental Association to 
carry on their work; contributed to 
Park Fund for Public Park in Cir­ 
cleville; planting a tree at Berger 
Hospital; aid in caring for the flood 
refugees from Portsmouth in January, 
1937 with food, housing and personal 
items; Reforestration project to 
purchase one acre of trees to be 
planted in memory of World War I 
Veterans and Gold Star Mothers on 
Memorial Day are but a few projects 
the local unit has carried out through 
the years. 
Junior activities are defined in 
national constitution as follows: 
“Junior membership shall consist of 
that group under the age of 18 years, 
whose activities shall be supervised by 
the senior membership. Upon reaching 
the age of eighteen, Junior members 
shall automatically be admitted into 
active 
membership 
with 
full 
privileges.” December IO, 1934, Unit 
134 started the Junior Organization 
and Betty Betz, daughter of Paul and 
Elva Betz and Eleanor Wiggins, 
daughter of Mrs. Gladys Wiggins were 
first members. The Juniors have 
helped over the years with Poppy Day 
and in recent years had a drill team. 
Tile Legislative Bulletin, issued by 
the National legislative Commission 
of the American Legion, is subscribed 
to each year by all units and keeps 
informed on Rehabilitation, getting 
beneficial legislation for disabled 
veterans; Child Welfare, securing 
legislation beneficial to children of 
veterans and children in general; 
National Security, securing national 
security measures; Americanism, 
obtaining the passage of measures to 
promote better citizenship or to curb 
the activities of radicals. Letters and 
telegrams to legislators on current 
bills before Congress in which the 
American Legion is interested are sent 
during the year by the legislative 
chairman and unit members too. Many 
good laws have been written on the 
statute books because of Legion and 
Auxiliary support and undesirable 
bills have often been defeated. 
Membership is the foundation on 
which the program of the American 
Legion Auxiliary is built and the 
success or failure of it depends largely 
on how well that foundation is laid. 
Eligible list of women is compiled 
from the Post’s membership with 
added names of women eligible 
through deceased veterans and women 
eligible through their own service 
record. 


Each year in May, auxiliary 
volunteers in all the 50 states conduct 
the annual “Memorial Poppy Day” 
and ask citizens to wear a poppy 
honoring those men who gave their 
lives for our country and to assist those 
disabled veterans and their families 
who are the living victims of war.

Steel Price 
Increases 
Predicted

Industry-wide steel price hikes are 
expected after September when steel 
demand is predicted to pick up, 
Industry Week magazine reports. 
The voluntary moratorium on steel 
price stability inspired by U.S. Steel 
Corp., Pittsburgh, ended June 30 
without any indication that price hikes 
would follow immediately, the Cleve­ 
land-based magazine says. 
Although steel financial experts 
argue for price hikes because of low 
profitability in steel production, 
marketing executives feel the time 
isn’t right for a price increase. 
A steel sales executive told the 
magazine that demand for 24 million to 
25 million tons of steel in the fourth 
quarter (a 33.3 per cent increase over 
third quarter expectations) would 
establish a market firm enough to 
withstand price hikes. 
Also, a steel price increase probably 
would elicit a request by the White 
House Council on Wage and Price 
Stability to explain the price boost. The 
council lias no authority to block wage 
and price increases, but it can ask 
companies to explain actions it 
believes to be inflationary. 
Domestic steel producers still face 
stiff 
competition 
from 
foreign 
producers, the publication reports. 
Imported carbon steel is reportedly 
being offered at $20 to $40 a ton below 
published prices at U.S. mills, the 
magazine says. 
The dearth of new orders for steel is 
reflected once again in current raw 
steel production levels, which are at 
the lowest rate in three and a half 
years. The magazine says its price 
composite on No. I heavy melting 
steelmaking scrap is down to $59.17 per 
gross ton from the preceding week’s 
$66. A year ago the scrap price was 
$121.17 a gross ton. 
Industry Week predicts raw steel 
production for the week ending July 5 
will be 1,935,000 net tons. For the week 
ended June 28,1,997,000 net. tons of raw 
steel were produced.

donation center closes. Then y our pint, 
along with the other units giv en at the 
bloodmobile Thursday , is sent to the 
Central Ohio Red Cross Center in 
Columbus. 
It is tested by v olunteer technicians 
as a double protection measure to the 
patient who will be using it. According 
to Etha Mae Wolford of the local Red 
Cross Chapter, the machines that 
check it are equipped with long tubes 
that look like spaghetti. The blood is 
then broken down for those patients 
who don’t need whole blood. 
The following day , the blood is ready 
for use. It is distributed to 50 hospitals 
in the region by v olunteer driv ers, 
Berger Hospital receiv es a shipment 
ev ery Wednesday from the main office 
in Columbus. 
If the local chapter reaches its 
quota, ev ery one in the county is 
cov ered. This means that the people of 
Pickaway County don’t hav e to pay for 
the blood they need, but they do hav e to 
pay for the cost of the hospital ad­ 
ministration. So although the blood is 
free, there is still a charge for its use. 
As for the donors . . . the fluid part of 
the blood y ou lost should be replaced 
by now . . . it only takes 24 hours. The 
blood cells take a longer time for 
replacement, which is why y ou must 
wait eight weeks to giv e blood again. 


VA Ex tends 
Educational 
Entitlem ents 


Nine additional months of en­ 
titlement are av ailable to some 
v eterans and military serv ice per­ 
sonnel whose GI Bill educational 
assistance entitlement had ex pired 
before receiv ing their undergraduate 
college degrees, according to L. M. 
Merritt, director of the Clev eland 
Veterans Administration Regional 
Office. 
VA estimates that 13,000 trainees 
will take adv antage of the new benefit 
at a cost of $26 .3 million during the first 
y ear. It was noted that record GI Bill 
enrollments of 2.4 million in fiscal y ear 
19 74 included 1.3 million college 
trainees. 


Merritt said the nine-month ex ­ 
tension was approv ed Dec. 3, 19 74, 
under PL 9 3-508 for v eterans and in- 
serv ice personnel who meet certain 
pre-requisites. 


For ex ample, the ex tension is 
av ailable 
only to those originally 
eligible for 36 months entitlement, and 
they must hav e ex hausted it while 
enrolled 
in 
a bachelor or 
first 
professional degree program. 
The director ex plained that 
ap­ 
plicants who hav e associate degrees 
are eligible for the ex tension, but not 
those who hav e, or who are eligible to 
receiv e 
their bachelor or 
first 
professional degree. Nor can an ap­ 
plicant with an associate degree use 
the ex tra time to earn a second 
associate degree. 
Another restriction is that persons 
eligible for education benefits under 
more than one law may not receiv e 
more than 48 months of training plus 
an ex tension to the end of the 
enrollment period. 
The director also pointed out that 
applicants who hold graduate degrees 
may not use the ex tension for either 
graduate or undergraduate study . 
Interested eligible persons are urged 
to contact the nearest VA office, Vet 
Rep on campus, or a nearby v eterans 
serv ice organization.

Industry-wide steel price hikes are 
expected after September when steel 
demand is predicted to pick up, 
Industry Week magazine reports. 
The voluntary moratorium on steel 
price stability inspired by U.S. Steel 
Corp., Pittsburgh, ended June 30 
without any indication that price hikes 
would follow immediately, the Cleve­ 
land-based magazine says. 
Although steel financial experts 
argue for price hikes because of low 
profitability in steel production, 
marketing executives feel the time 
isn’t right for a price increase. 
A steel sales executive told the 
magazine that demand for 24 million to 
25 million tons of steel in the fourth 
quarter (a 33.3 per cent increase over 
third quarter expectations) 
would 
establish a market firm enough to 
withstand price hikes. 
Also, a steel price increase probably 
would elicit a request by the White 
House Council on Wage and Price 
Stability to explain the price boost. The 
council has no authority to block wage 
and price increases, but it can ask 
companies to explain actions it 
believes to be inflationary. 
Domestic steel producers still face

from

producers, the publication reports. 
Imported carbon steel is reportedly 
being offered at $20 to $40 a ton below 
published prices at U.S. mills, the 
magazine says. * 
The dearth of new orders for steel is 
reflected once again in current raw 
steel production levels, which are at 
the lowest rate in three and a half 
years. The magazine says its price 
composite on No. I heavy melting 
steelmaking scrap is down to $59.17 per 
gross ton from the preceding week’s 
$66. A year ago the scrap price was

donation center closes. Then y our pint, 
along with the other units giv en at the 
bloodmobile Thursday , is sent to the 
Central Ohio Red Cross Center in 
Columbus. 
It is tested by v olunteer technicians 
as a double protection measure to the 
patient who will be using it. According 
to Etha Mae Wolford of the local Red 
Cross Chapter, the machines that 
check it are equipped with long tubes 
that look like spaghetti.

V A Extends 
Educational 
Entitlem ents 


Nine additional months of en­ 
titlement are av ailable to some 
v eterans and military serv ice per­ 
sonnel whose GI Bill educational 
assistance entitlement had ex pired 
before receiv ing their undergraduate 
college degrees, according to L. M.

Then your pint, 
along with the other units given at the 
bloodmobile Thursday, is sent to the 
Central Ohio Red Cross Center in 
Columbus. 
It is tested by volunteer technicians 
as a double protection measure to the 
patient who will be using it. According 
to Etha Mae Wolford of the local Red 
Cross Chapter, the machines that 
check it are equipped with long tubes 
that look like spaghetti. The blood is 
then broken down for those patients 
who don’t need whole blood. 
The following day, the blood is ready 
for use. It is distributed to 50 hospitals 
in the region by volunteer drivers. 
Berger Hospital receives a shipment 
every Wednesday from the main office 
in Columbus. 
If the local chapter reaches its 
quota, everyone in the county is 
covered. This means that the people of 
Pickaway County don’t have to pay for 
the blood they need, but they do have to 
pay for the cost of the hospital ad­ 
ministration. So although the blood is 
free, there is still a charge for its use. 
As for the donors ... the fluid part of 
the blood you lost should be replaced 
by now . . . it only takes 24 hours. The 
blood cells take a longer time for 
replacement, which is why you must 
wait eight weeks to give blood again. 


V A Extends 
Educational 
Entitlem ents 


Nine additional months of en­ 
titlement are available to some 
veterans and military service per­ 
sonnel whose GI Bill educational 
assistance entitlement had expired 
before receiving their undergraduate 
college degrees, according to L. M. 
Merritt, director of the Cleveland 
Veterans Administration Regional 
Office. 
VA estimates that 13,000 trainees 
will take advantage of the new benefit 
at a cost of $26.3 million during the first 
year. It was noted that record GI Bill 
enrollments of 2.4 million in fiscal year 
1974 included 1.3 million college 
trainees. 


Merritt said the nine-month ex­ 
tension was approved Dec. 3, 1974, 
under PL 93-508 for veterans and in- 
service personnel who meet certain 
pre-requisites. 


For example, the extension is 
available only to those originally 
eligible for 36 months entitlement, and 
they must have exhausted it while 
enrolled 
in 
a 
bachelor or first 
professional degree program. 
The director explained that ap­ 
plicants who have associate degrees 
are eligible for the extension, but not 
those who have, or who are eligible to 
receive their bachelor or first 
professional degree. Nor can an ap­ 
plicant with an associate degree use 
the extra time to earn a second 
associate degree. 
Another restriction is that persons 
eligible for education benefits under 
more than one law may not receive 
more than 48 months of training plus 
an extension to the end of the 
enrollment period. 
The director also pointed out that 
applicants who hold graduate degrees 
may not use the extension for either 
graduate or undergraduate study. 
Interested eligible persons are urged 
to contact the nearest VA office, Vet 
Rep on campus, or a nearby veterans 
service organization.

Waldemar E. Meyer of Aurora, Colo., 
head of the Colorado District, said the 
threatened ouster and other proposed 
disclipinary measures could rip the 
church apart. 
The eight districts, making up about 
25 per cent of the church’s 5,800 
congregations, ordained and installed 
graduates of a seminary-in-exile set up 
in St. Louis, Mo., outside church ad­ 
ministration control. 
It was formed in early 1974 when 
students and most of the faculty of the 
church’s regular seminary, Concordia 
in St. Louis, walked out in protest 
against the firing of its president, the 
Rev. Dr. John Tietjen. 
He and the faculty majority had 
been accused of doctrinal deviations 
by not adhering to demands of the 
church administration that they stick 
to a literalist interpretation of the 
Bible. 
Dr. Tietjen recently was cleared of 
the charges although this decision can 
be appealed. But it left the doctrinal 
issue somewhat ambiguous.

W ater Area 
Available

The Ohio River Region has vast, 
untapped stores of underground water 
— enough to meet the domestic needs 
of 40 million people without using up 
the water in storage, according to a 
recent U.S. Geological Survey report. 
There are 108 trillion gallons of 
ground water available in the 160,000 
square-mile Ohio River Region, which 
includes parts of Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Virginia, Indiana and Illinois. 
“ Historically, the natural tendency 
has been to minimize the role of 
ground 
water 
because 
of 
the 
availability of surface water and the 
lack of ready knowledge concerning 
quantity, quality, cost or effects of 
using ground-water supplies,” said 
Richard 
M. 
Bloyd 
Jr., 
USGS 
hydrologist, author of the report. 
Bloyd said new tools and techniques, 
accompanied by increased informa­ 
tion and understanding of ground 
water, allow planners to 
include 
ground-water supplies in plans for 
future development. 
“ This is especially significant for the 
Ohio Region because of comparison of 
projected ground-water withdrawals 
for the year 2020 with estimated 
ground-water recharge indicates that 
the ground-water resources of the Ohio 
Region will not be used at replenish­ 
ment rates 
under existing 
de­ 
velopment plans,” Bloyd said. 
In other words, vast stores of water 
supplies are available underground for 
increased population growth and in­ 
dustrial expansion.

Food stamp recipients can use 50 
cent, $2 and old $5 food stamps until 
Aug. 31, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) announced today. 
USDA introduced a new food stamp 
series - $1, $5 and $10 - on March 1 
with a deadline of June 30 for spending 
old series food stamps at authorized 
retail food stores and meal services. 
The deadline was extended to allow 
recipients who were issued old coupons 
in March, April and May adequate 
time to use them. Grocers and meal 
services can redeem old coupons at 
commercial banks through September 
30. 
The change, which was effective 
July 1, will be published in the Federal

recent U.S. Geological Survey report. 
There are 108 trillion gallons of 
ground water available in the 160,000 
square-mile Ohio River Region, which 
includes parts of Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Virginia, Indiana and Illinois. 
“Historically, the natural tendency 
has been to minimize the role of 
ground 
w ater 
because 
of 
the 
availability of surface water and the 
lack of ready knowledge concerning 
quantity, quality, cost or effects of 
using ground-water supplies,” said 
Richard 
M. 
Bloyd 
Jr., 
USGS 
hydrologist, author of the report. 
Bloyd said new tools and techniques, 
accompanied by increased informa­ 
tion and understanding of ground 
water, allow planners to include 
ground-water supplies in plans for 
future development. 
“This is especially significant for the 
Ohio Region because of comparison of 
projected ground-water withdrawals 
for the year 2020 with estimated 
ground-water recharge indicates that 
the ground-water resources of the Ohio 
Region will not be used at replenish­ 
m ent rates 
under 
existing 
de­ 
velopment plans,” Bloyd said. 
In other words, vast stores of water 
supplies are available underground for 
increased population growth and in­ 
dustrial expansion.

Ashe, casual and relaxed after his 
mighty victory, saw it differently. 
“ I was the underdog, sure, but I 
always thought I could win.” 
Bom and brought up in Richmond, 
Va., and educated at UCLA, Ashe, 31 
and still single, dismissed the victory 
as less important than his part in the 
U.S. Davis Cup team’s victory in 1968 
over Australia. 
But he granted that being the first 
black to win the men’s title — Althea 
Gibson won the women’s in 1957 and 
1958 — was important. 
“ Having grown up in a segregated 
environment in the South, I know what 
it’s like to be stepped on, and I know 
what it’s like to see a black hero do 
well in the face of adversity.

Two years ago the Beds 
were locked in second place 
in the National League’s 
Western Division and the 
Dodgers were nearly out of 
sight.

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The other is the fight of a 
group of Shoshone to keep the 
Nevada land — 24 million 
acres, or one-third of Nevada 
— the federal government 
says the Shoshone gave it in a 
treaty signed in 1863. 
The one-hour show, filmed 
from late 1972 through 1973, is 
sparingly narrated by actor 
Robert Redford.

The documentary by Joel 
Freedman, a 32-year-old New

And it shows powerfully 
during a stormy Shoshone 
meeting when a federal of­ 
ficial concedes the treaty was 
unfair but insists “by that 
treaty, you lost everything.” 
The official, referring to $26 
million the federal Indian 
Claims Commission recently 
awarded the Shoshone for the 
land, says, “You are not

selling the land. You are 
getting the value of the land 
at the time it was taken.” 
Holley’s group now is con­ 
testing the award. 
While studying Holley’s 
claims, the program doesn’t 
point out very strongly that 
the award was won by 
another Shoshone faction 
which for years claimed the 
government took the land by 
gradual encroachment. 
That 
group, 
whose 
spokesmen 
aren’t 
in­ 
terviewed, doesn’t contest the 
taking. It just wants the 
money. Holley’s faction, 
small but never defined in 
size by the show, wants no 
money, just the land. 
The show ends on 
a 
depressing note — at least for 
Holley’s forces. But in the 30- 
minute followup, Downs cites 
new developments. 
He says after the Indian 
Claims Commission denied 
Holley’s group the right to 
present its views prior to the 
$26 million judgement, the 
group this year went to 
federal court to appeal the 
award. 
He says the appeal, filed by 
the Western Shoshone Legal 
Defense 
and 
Education 
Association which Holley 
heads, charges the rights of 
the 
“traditionals” 
were 
“ bargained away without 
proper representation.” 
One fact unmentioned in 
the documentary is that 
producer Freedman agreed 
to give the association at least 
25 per cent of any profits — he 
says there’ve been none yet — 
from the film.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A new in- 
temal report by the Labor Depart­ 
ment’s chief investigator says 16.5 per 
cent of federal public-service jobs 
checked were improperly filled. 
The report said the jobs program 
generally is performing well, but it 
criticized federal administrators for 
failing to enforce hiring guidelines and 
for failing to reclaim up to $17.5 million 
in allegedly misspent funds.

More than 400,000 persons were 
employed in federal public service 
jobs in cities all across the country 
during the period covered by the 
report.

A preliminary 
version was circulated privately late 
last year and was put in final form last 
month. The Associated Press asked 
Yeager for a copy, and he supplied it 
last week. 
Kolberg acknowledged in his letter 
that Yeager’s report “outlines serious 
weaknesses” in the public em­ 
ployment program. “Most of these 
weaknesses had been recognized in 
earlier audit reports and corrective 
action has already been taken,” he 
said.
